And Verdun celebrates 100 
by bailing out! 


HISTORY was made at Dunkeswell 
this month when a centenarian became 
the oldest UK skydiver. 

Verdun Hayes, celebrated turning 100 
by attempting his his first ever tandem 
skydive alongside his two great grand¬ 
sons. 

Verdun was taken on the jump by the 
most experienced instructor at Sky¬ 
dive .Buzz, the skydiving school based 
at the airfield, Jason Farrant, who has 
more than 10,000 jumps to his name. 

With his feet securely back on the 
ground Verdun said: “It was wonderful 
and I felt like I was floating. I would do 


it again tomorrow.” 

Despite being as fit and healthy as he 
is, it was recommended that Verdun at¬ 
tempted the jump from 10,000 feet 
rather than the normal height of 15,000 
feet. Verdun took part in thee vent to 
raise funds for North Devon Hospice 
and now holds the UK record for the 
oldest male skydiver but will have to 
wait another year to break the world 
record, which is currently held by a 
Canadian man at 101-years-old.

Bladown Hills Woodland Associatioin 


It’s time to check your 
trees for signs of stress 


DAYS are getting longer now, but as I put pen 
to paper the ground is not drying as it should, 
and we still have jobs on the farm and in the 
woods that should have been done last au¬ 
tumn. 

We use approximately 50 m3 of fire wood a 
year, depending on the winters as we have two 
properties on the farm that are wood fuel 
heated, and have only now extracted enough 
for next year. 

In September we will be running our very 
successful chainsaw awareness day. This is for 
people who are using chainsaws in their wood¬ 
land and is extremely useful. The tutor Rob is 
a Lantra trainer (see website for details). 

We all need to keep a check on the numbers 
of grey squirrels in our woodland, I know they 
are endearing fluffy characters, but they really 
are bad for trees old and young. I am no fan of 
poison, even if you did have a licence to use it, 
I prefer methods that kill the animal outright. It 
sounds cruel, I know, but better than suffering 
for a long period. My preferred method is shoot¬ 
ing which is quick and clean with the added 
bonus you can take it home and eat it. Squirrel 
meat has no fat therefore is very good for you. 
My favourite is curried squirrel with wild garlic. 


Now is the time to check your trees for dis¬ 
ease and stress - yes trees get stressed as well 
as humans - the causes of stress are over 
crowding / poor soil / vermin and disease dam¬ 
age / excess water or lack of, often it’s just 
growing in the wrong place. Stress manifests 
itself in many ways but the main is stunted 
growth and or deformation of limbs. 

One of my other hats is a woodland creation 
volunteer for the Woodland Trust, helping and 
advising owners of new woodlands. It is really 
worth looking on their website for funded tree 
packs as now is a good time to plant even if 
it’s just a corner of a field, or perhaps some fruit 
trees, or a new hedge. 

The other thing the Woodland Trust provides 
on their website is advice on all matters pertain¬ 
ing to trees. 

Park Farm, in conjunction with the associa¬ 
tion, is running a clay, archery and rifle day for 
female novices on May 18th of this month. It 
will include tuition from Olympic clay shot 
Abbey Lyng with safety training and guidance 
in the three disciplines.

300 new homes fofj 


on the Blackdown’IHills 
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HAZEL Dormouse, Mount Fancy, Blackdown Hills 

POPULATIONS of one of the UK’s most elusive and ar¬ 
guably cutest native mammals, the hazel dormouse, have 
been given 300 new homes on the Blackdown Hills Area 
of Outstanding Natural Beauty thanks to funding from 
the Heritage Lottery Fund and donations from The Peo¬ 
ple’s Trust for Endangered Species and Seasons Ecology. 

The new nest boxes provide a safe and sheltered space 
for dormice to raise their young at six new National Dor¬ 
mouse Monitoring Programme sites. More than 40 vol¬ 
unteers were involved in putting up the boxes and will 
help licensed dormouse handlers monitor them over the 
coming years. 

The National Dormouse Monitoring Programme was 
established 25 years ago by The People’s Trust for En¬ 
dangered Species (PTES) and is an initiative that collates 
data from sites across the UK to keep a record of the dis¬ 
tribution and abundance of dormouse populations at a na¬ 
tional level. 

Dormice have suffered dramatic declines over the past 
century due to loss of ancient woodland habitat, and pro¬ 
viding nest boxes can help keep track of how populations 
are faring, and also provide habitat for rearing their 
young. 

The nest boxes have been provided by the Blackdown 
Hills Natural Futures project which works across the Area 


of Outstanding Natural Beauty to survey wildlife sites 
and raise awareness of nature conservation through a 
wide range of events and activities. 

Conrad Barrowclough from Blackdown Hills Natural 
Futures said: “The opportunity to boost monitoring of this 
most endearing of native species is really exciting. The 
Blackdown Hills is a stunning area and potentially offers 
an abundance of dormouse habitat, so the chance to con¬ 
tribute records to a national scheme from such a histori¬ 
cally under-recorded area is great.”
